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THE FUNCTION OF THE COUNCIL OF 
CHURCH BOARDS OF EDUCATION 


This book represents the first attempt to bring between 
two covers an enumeration of the personalities and 
agencies through which the church boards of education 
are carrying on their work. The results are set before 
you in the hope that they may be both informing 
and stimulating. 

The church boards occupy a large field and, as is in- 
creasingly apparent, a most important one. Sometimes 
by different methods but always with the same spirit 
they are making their contribution to the educational and 
religious life of our times. 

The Council of Church Boards of Education is the 
agent by which these boards carry on their cooperative 
work. It functions in a general way as a consultative 
and an advisory agency. It attempts to discover symp- 
toms and facts, to diagnose situations and to prescribe 
remedial procedure. It develops and directs national 
educational conferences and it formulates definitions and 
ideals. It serves as a clearing house of information on 
all the phases of the work of the boards and the affiliated 
agencies and institutions. 

The Council is building up a literature on Christian 
education. This is done through the magazine, CHRISTIAN 
Epucation, and through books, monographs and maga- 
zine articles, a list of which is found in these pages. 

The Council assumes administrative functions only in 
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enterprises definitely referred to it in advance by one or 
more of the constituent boards. 

It attempts to serve the schools and colleges related to 
the boards both in the field of their religious life and 
work and in the field of administration and technique. In 
the tax-supported colleges, universities and normal 
schools, it serves, when invited to do so, in an advisory 
capacity in cooperation with the designated university 
officials and the other religious agencies on the campus. 
Upon invitation it also acts as an integrating agency. 


THE COUNCIL’S TECHNIQUE 


The Council does not have a standard plan of pro- 
cedure either in colleges or universities which it is at- 
tempting to introduce into the institutions from ‘‘above”’ 
or ‘‘without.’? The Council studies each situation to- 
gether with the representatives of all the other interests 
concerned, and if plans are finally adopted they are in- 
digenous to the life of the community. 

The Council assumes that every educational institution, 
whether directly or indirectly affiliated with the churches 
or maintained by public taxation, is profoundly inter- 
ested in the moral and religious welfare of all its mem- 
bers. It holds to the ideal that all of the processes of 
education should be carried on by methods permeated 
with religion as a fundamental human impulse. 

It believes that the officers and faculties of the colleges 
related to its constituent boards should be positively 
committed to the ethics and religion of Jesus as neces- 
sary factors in an ideal educational process and product, 
and that they should be appointed with reference to this 
commitment as well as their power of leadership and 
scholarship and their teaching ability. The Council 
stands for a plan of cooperation which comprehends both 
men and women and leaves the way open, when the op- 
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portunity is ripe for participation of all the religious 
groups represented in the several institutions. 

The Council holds with firmness to the conviction that 
the teaching process in the schools and colleges related 
to the constituent boards in whatever subject and by 
whatever method should be permeated with the Chris- 
tian spirit. No effort should be made, consciously or 
unconsciously, to confine religion to a department. At 
the same time provision should be made in these institu- 
tions for instruction in the Bible, in religion and in 
religious education. The instruction in these subjects 
should be related intimately to all other lines of scholar- 
ship. 

The Council is interested in promoting the preparation 
of men and women to serve as teachers and ministers at 
home and abroad. The church, student volunteer agen- 
cies, and society in general should be utilized as labora- 
tories in the teaching profession. Special effort should 
be made to discover and use the most effective methods of 
teaching. 

The Council is convinced that religion should not be 
separated from life on the campus or beyond. Student 
welfare should receive more official recognition along 
with the curriculum program of the college as a vital 
means of character building. The Council is organized 
to promote the development of Christian personality by 
every legitimate and effective method. 


RELATION TO COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 


In the college field the work in which the Council is 
interested is carried on through two organically separate 
agencies: 

First, it holds the closest possible relationship with the 
Association of American Colleges whose membership is 
made up very largely of colleges related to the constitu- 
ent boards of the Council. 
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The office of the Council-Association collaborates with 
the standing committees and commissions of the Associa- 
tion and the Council in the following fields: academic 
freedom and academic tenure; college architecture and 
college instruction in fine arts; college athletics; college 
personnel technique, cost of college education, enlistment 
and training of college teachers, faculty and student 
scholarship, surveys, organization of the college curricu- 
lum, permanent and trust funds; religious work in the 
universities, religious work in the normal schools, re- 
ligious education, and life work. 

The Council looks to the Association of American Col- 
leges for sound leadership in the academic field. 

Second, the Council through its own machinery and 
personnel attempts to stress the distinctively Christian 
phases of college administration, teaching and living. 


AFFILIATED AGENCIES 

The Council now has especially intimate relations in 
all phases of its work with the officers and teachers of the 
schools, colleges and universities affiliated with the 
boards of education and with the administrative officers 
of the tax-supported colleges and universities in the 
religious phase of its task. It works in cooperation with 
many other agencies. 

Specifically, the Council functions in the following ca- 
pacities: (1) in building a body of facts, which is done 
through surveys and studies; (2) in furnishing a clearing 
house of information and service; (3) in creating a body 
of literature on Christian education; (4) in stimulating 
in all its phases the work of the church college; (5) in 
promoting and emphasizing religious work in tax-sup- 
ported institutions; (6) in stimulating recruiting for life 
service; (7) in developing a spirit of understanding and 
camaraderie; (8) in holding local, regional and national 


conferences.

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THE STATISTICS 


The following pages give the colleges and universities, 
the junior colleges and secondary schools listed by the 
nineteen boards of education affiliated with the Council 
of Church Boards of Education. The training schools of 
these denominations are also listed, although in some 
instances they have no connection with the board of edu- 
eation. All theological schools in the United States, with 
the exception of the Catholic and Jewish seminaries, are 
included. 

The statistics presented here were obtained from board 
reports wherever the information desired was published. 
In other cases the data were secured directly from the 
institutions. The statistics are those for the school year, 
1926-27, except for the institutions affiliated with the 
Presbyterian Church, U. S. A., where the figures are 
those for 1925-26. 

Under ‘‘ Accreditment’’ is indicated the recognition of © 
institutions by their regional association, the Association 
of American Universities, and the American Association 
of University Women. The latest lists of accredited 
institutions have been used, including those of the meet- 
ings of the North Central Association, the Northwest 
Association, and the New England College Entrance Cer- 
tificate Board in 1928. The American Association of 
Junior Colleges, while exacting certain conditions for 
membership, is not an accrediting agency. The Associa- 
tion of Colleges for Negro Youth has adopted standards 
for negro colleges, but is not yet functioning as a stand- 
ardizing agency.

enforced. Professionalism 
or commercialism in athletics 
shall disqualify a college

1. Definition A junior college is an institution cover- 
ing the first two years of college work; 
which is identical in scope and thorough- 
ness with similar work done by the stand- 
ard four-year college. 





2. Entrance Requirements Satisfactory completion of a four-year 
course in a secondary school approved by a 
recognized accrediting agency or the equiva- 
lent of such a course. The major portion 
of the secondary school course accepted for 
admission should be definitely correlated 
with the curriculum to which the student is 
admitted. 





3. Graduation Satisfactory completion of thirty year- 
hours, or sixty semester hours of work cor- 
responding in grade to that given in the 
freshman and sophomore years of standard 
colleges or universities. In addition to 
these quantitative requirements each insti- 
tution should adopt other qualitative stand- 
ards suited to its individual conditions. 





4. Degrees 





. Faculty—Training Members of teaching staff in regular 
charge of classes must have at least a bac- 
calaureate degree or the equivalent of this 
degree in special training, and should have 
not less than one year of graduate work in 
a recognized graduate school; in all cases 
efficiency in teaching as well as the amount 
of graduate work should be taken into 
account.

6. Faculty—Size

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A standard junior college is an institu- 
tion of higher education with a curriculum 
covering two years of collegiate work (at 
least 60 sem. hours or equivalent in year, 
term, or quarter credits), which is based 
upon and continues or supplements the work 
of secondary instruction as given in any 
accredited four-year high school. 





Satisfactory completion of a four-year 
course of not less than fifteen units in a 
secondary school that is approved by a 
recognized accrediting agency, or equiva- 
lent of such a course as shown by exami- 
nation. 


At least fifteen units of secondary work 
as defined by this Association, or the 
equivalent. These units must represent 
work done in a secondary school approved 
by a recognized accrediting agency or by 
the result of examinations. The major por- 
tion of units accepted for admission must 
be definitely correlated with the curriculum 
to which student is admitted. 





Minimum requirement for graduation 
shall be sixty semester hours of credit. 





Junior colleges shall not grant degrees. 





The minimum scholastic requirements of 
teachers in the junior college shall be 
graduation from a standard college and in 
addition, graduate work amounting to one 
year at least in a graduate school of recog- 
nized standing. The courses taught by any 
teacher should be in the field of specializa- 
tion represented by his graduate work. 


The minimum scholastic requirement of 
all teachers of classes in the junior college 
shall be graduation from a college belong- 
ing to this Association, or an equivalent, 
and, in addition, graduate work in a uni- 
versity of recognized standing amounting 
to one year. 





The number of teachers shall not be less 
than five employed specifically for college 
instruction, giving the major part of their 
time to college instruction.

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7. Faculty—Salaries 





8. Faculty—Schedules Teaching schedules of instructors teach- 
ing junior college classes shall be limited 
to 22 hours per week; for instructors de- 
voting their whole time to junior college 
classes 18 hours should be the maximum. 





9. Size of Classes The limit of the number of students in a 
recitation or laboratory class in a junior 
college should be thirty. 








10. Organization The curriculum should provide both for 
breadth of study and should have justi- 
fiable relation to the resources of the in- 
stitution, but there should be a minimum 
of five departments and the size of the 
faculty should be increased with the de- 
velopment of varied curricula and the 
growth of the student body. 





11. Finances Minimum annual operating income for 
the two years of junior college work should 
be $10,000, of which not less than $5,000 
should be derived from stable sources, other 
than students, preferably permanent endow- 
ments. Increase in faculty, student body 
and scope of instruction should be accom- 
panied by increase of income from such 
stable sources. The financial status of 
each junior college should be judged in re 
lation to its educational program.

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Salaries shall be such as to insure em- 
ployment and retention of well trained 
experienced teachers. 





The average number of credit hours per 
week for each instructor shall not exceed 
16 hours of college work or 18 hours if 
part of the work is done in high school. 


The teaching schedule of instructors shall 
not exceed 18 hours per week; 15 hours is 
recommended as the maximum. 





Number of students in a class shall not 
exceed thirty (except for lectures). Rec- 
ommended that the number of students in 
a class in foreign language shall not ex- 
ceed twenty-five. Number of students in 
a laboratory section shall not exceed the 
number for which desk space and equip- 
ment have been provided. 


Classes, exclusive of lectures, of more 
than thirty students shall be interpreted as 
endangering educational efficiency. Junior 
colleges having classes of larger size shall 
report the facts annually to the Commis- 
sion. 








The number of separate departments 
shall not be less than five. (English, his- 
tory, foreign language, mathematics, sci- 
ence. ) 


The work of the junior college shall be 
organized on a college, as distinguished 
from high school, basis, so as to secure 
equivalency in prerequisites, scope and 
thoroughness to the work done in the first 
two years of a standard college as defined 
by the Association. 





The minimum annual operating income 
for the two years of junior college work 
should be $20,000, of which not less than 
$10,000 should be derived from stable 
sources other than students, such as pub- 
lie support or permanent endowment. In- 
crease in faculty, student body, and scope 
of instruction should be accompanied by in- 
crease of income, from such stable sources. 
The financial status of each junior college 
should be judged in relation to its educa- 
tional program. 





The minimum annual operating income 
for educational program of the junior col- 
lege should be at least $20,000, of which 
not less than $10,000 should be derived 
from stable sources, other than students’ 
fees, such as public support, permanent en- 
dowments, or income from permanent and 
officially authorized educational appropria- 
tions of churches and church boards or 
duly recognized corporations or associa- 
tions. Such latter income shall be credited 
to the extent actually received, but to an 
amount not exceeding the average income 
from such appropriations for the preceding 
five years.

The junior college shall have a modern, 
well-distributed, catalogued, and efficiently- 
administered library of at least 2,500 vol- 
umes, exclusive of public documents, se- 
lected with special reference to college 
work, and with a definite annual appropria- 
tion for the purchase of books and periodi- 
cals. It is urged that such an appropria- 
tion be at least $500. 


The junior college shall have a live, well- 
distributed and efficiently-administered li- 
brary of at least 3,000 volumes, exclusive 
of public documents, selected with special 
reference to college work, and with a defi- 
nite annual appropriation for the purchase 
of current books and periodicals. It is 
urged that such an appropriation be at 
least $800. 





The laboratories shall be adequately 
equipped for individual instruction in 
courses offered and an annual income for 
their up-keep pivvided. It is recommended 
that a school with a limited income be 
equipped for good work in one or two sci- 
nees and not attempt work in others. 


The junior college shall be provided with 
laboratories fully equipped to illustrate 
each course announced. 





The location and construction of the 
buildings, the lighting, heating and venti- 
lation of the rooms, the nature of the lab- 
oratories, corridors, closets, water supply, 
school furniture, apparatus, and methods 
£ cleaning shall be such as to insure hy- 
gienic conditions for both students and 
teachers. 





Where a junior college and high school 
are maintained together, the students shall 


| be taught in separate classes, no high school 


student being admitted to any college 
2ourses, 





The number of regular college students 
shall be not less than sixty. At least 75% 
of the students in a junior college shall be 
pursuing curricula leading to graduation. 


No junior college shall be accredited un- 
less it has at least sixty students regularly 
registered in accordance with these stan- 
dards. Of those enrolled at least one third 
should be in the second year. 





Athletics, amusements, fraternities, and 
other extra-curricular activities will be 
Properly administered and shall not occupy 
an undue place in the life of the college. 





Any form of financial aid to athletes, 
or a free training table for athletes ren- 
ders an institution ineligible for accredit- 


ing.

The character of the curriculum, efficiency 
of instruction, and spirit of the institution 
shall be factors in determining its standing. 





Where a junior college and high school 
are maintained together, the high school 
shall have been accredited by this Asso- 
ciation. 








No college will be recommended for 
membership until it has been inspected and 
reported upon by an agent or agents regu- 
larly appointed by the Commission. Any 
college of the Association shall be open to 
inspection at any time. 


No junior college shall be accredited until 
it has been inspected and reported upon by 
an agent or agents appointed by this Asso- 
ciation. Such inspection will not be au- 
thorized until the second year of the junior 
college shall have been in full operation for 
at least one full year. 





No institution shall be placed or retained 
on the approved list unless a regular in- 
formation blank has been filed with the 
Commission. The list shall be approved 
from year to year by the Commission. 





Accrediting of any institution not meet- 
ing fully the standards of the Association 
shall be contingent upon a complete and 
competent survey of such institution, at 
the expense of the institution, the officers 
of the Commission being authorized to order 
and direct such surveys, the results of 
which shall be submitted to the standing 
Committee on Review.

2. Faculty—Size 


A sufficient number of 
qualified teachers must be 
provided to care adequately 
for all instruction offered.

Due considera- 
tion shall be given to teach- 
ers with other than this 
preparation who have demon- 
strated their ability through 
successful experience, pro- 
vided that at least three- 
fourths of the teachers of 
academic subjects meet the 
standards of preparation. 


Minimum scholastic attain- 
ment required of the faculty 
of any accredited school o 
the Southern list is that not 
less than 75% of the total 
number of teachers of aca 
demic subjects, including the 
principal, teachers of Agri- 
culture and Home Econom: 
ics, should hold bachelor’s 
degrees from a college 4p 
proved by the Association. 








4. Faculty—Professional 
Traiming 





Teachers should have had 
professional training or 
should have had successful 
teaching experience. 





All beginning teachers and 
principals shall have had not 
less than 12 semester hours’ 
work in education.

college is located. 


Conditions of Approval 


A school to be approved 
by the Board must— 

(1) Give satisfactory evi- 
dence as to curriculum, staff 
of teachers, and equipment. 


(2) Be able to prepare for 
college according to some 
one of the recognized plans 
for entering a college repre- 
sented on the Board. 


(3) Have a candidate for 
admission for the ensuing 
year at some college repre- 
sented on the Board. 

(4) Have sent on examina- 
tion, within a period of three 
years preceding the time of 
application, at least two stu- 
dents to one or more of the 
colleges represented on the 
Board, except as provided 
for in special cases. 





The minimum professional 
training of a teacher of any 
aeademic subject, and the 
supervisors of teachers of 
such subjects, shall be 15 
Semester hours in education.

5. Faculty—Teaching Load 


The number of daily peri- 
ods of classroom instruction 
for a teacher should not ex- 
ceed five. A school requiring 
of any teacher more than six 
teaching periods a day or a 
daily teaching load of more 
than 150 pupil periods must 
justify the deviation from 
this standard. No school 
with an excessive number of 
pupils per teacher based on 
average attendance shall be 
accredited. Thirty recom- 
mended as maximum. 


Maximum teaching load 
of any teacher shall be 750 
pupil-periods per week, with 
not more than six daily reci- 
tations. Schools whose rec- 
ord shows an excessive num- 
ber of pupils per teacher, 
as based on the average 
number belonging, will be 
rejected. The Association 
recognizes thirty as a maxi- 
mum. 





6. Faculty—Salaries 


The salary schedule shall 
be sufficient to secure teach- 
ers with the foregoing quali- 
fications. 





The Commission recom- 
mends $1,000 as the mini- 
mum salary for teachers.

The following norms are 
reommended: Pupil-teacher 
ratio—25 to 1; number of

An average 
enrollment in the school, in 
excess of thirty pupils per 
teacher, shall be considered 
as a violation of this 
standard. 


No school showing an ex- 
cessive teacher load shall be 
accredited. The Association 
recommends that the aver- 
age daily attendance for 
October divided by the num- 
ber of full-time teachers 
should give a quotient not 
greater than 25; the number 
of daily classes taught per 
teacher should not exceed 5; 
the total number of students 
instructed by any teacher of 
academic subjects should not 
exceed 150 per day. 





No school shall hereafter 
be accredited whose salary 
schedule is not sufficient to 
command and retain teachers 
whose qualifications are such 
as required by this Associa- 
tion. 





Four unit courses or the 
equivalent in fractional unit 
courses shall be considered 
the normal amount of work 
carried for credit toward 
graduation by the average 
or medium student. It is 
advised that only such stu- 
dents as rank in ability in 
the upper 25 per cent of 
the student body may be 
allowed to take more than 
four units for credit. 


The normal pupil load 
shall be four unit courses 
yearly, exclusive of music, 
drawing, physical training, 
typewriting, and student 
activities.

The efficiency of instruc-

The efficiency of instruc- 
tion, the acquired habits of 
thought and speech, the gen- 
eral intellectual and moral 
tone of a school are para- 
mount factors, and, there- 
fore, only schools which rank 
well in these particulars, as 
evidenced by rigid, thorough- 
going, systematic inspection, 
shall be considered eligible 
for the list. In every case 
the character of the work 
done by a school must be the 
determining factor in ac 
crediting. By personal vis- 
its of inspectors, by detailed 
reports from the principal, 
and by the records made by 
the students in colleges, the 
character of a school’s work 
shall be, from time to time, 
determined. 





13. Accrediting 








No school shall be consid- 
ered unless the regular an- 
nual blank furnished for the 
purpose shall have been 
filled out and placed on file 
with the inspector. In case 
of schools having twelve or 
more teachers, a complete 
report on teachers once it 
three years will be sufficient, 
but full data relative 
changes must be presel 
annually. The time for 
which schools are accredi 
shall be limited to one year, 
dating from the time of the 
adoption of the list by the 
Association.
